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THINGS THE HOPEFUL STAKES WINNER HAS DONE 
IN RACING THIS YEAR AND PARTIC- 
ULARS OF HIS ANCESTRY 



Eternal, conceded to lx* one of the best two-year-olds of 1918 and slated to contend with Billy 
Kelly for the title of the absolute best, did not make an early debut in racing. His first start was in a 
race of five-eighths for maidens at Aqueduct, June 21. Fourteen started. Reports of Eternal's speed 
ami promise were not lacking, so he went to the post the favorite at 2 Vi to 1. That no mistake had 
been made was apparent when, after leading all the way. he won by six lengths in 1:00%. with Daydue 
second and Perry third. From the standpoint of time this was a fine performance, but those he beat 
were of no great account, then or afterwards. His second race was against better opponents and, al- 
though he did not win, his race was fully up to the standard of his first essay. This was in the valuable 
Great American Stakes, June 29, at the same track and distance. H. A. Porter’s High Time, carrying 
125 pounds and the only penalized starter, was the favorite at 9 to 5, and. in finishing third, ran a gal- 
lant race. The others carried from 115 to 109 pounds, eleven starting. At the end of a fast and well- 
contested race Dunboyne was the victor by a length and a half in 59%, with Eternal second. That race 

distinctly marked him as eligible to the stake winning class of the year. 

The colt was not raced in the month of July, lieing laid by and saved for the big stake races at 
Saratoga. There, on August 3, he was started in th » I'nited States Hotel Stakes, at three-quarters of a 
mile, good day ami fast track. The redoubtable Billy Kelly, with 127 |s>uads on his back, went to the 

post favorite at 18 to 5. Eternal had up 113 pounds and was second choice at 4 to 1. But, getting away 

last in a field of fourteen, he had practically no chance and finished far back, Billy Kelly winning in 
1 :12% by a length and a half, with Dunboyne second and Terentia third. Duulsiyne carried 130 pounds 
and Terentia 124. After that uulueky experience Eternal bade adieu to the stain of defeat and won 
each time lie started. August 10 he went to the post in a purse race at five-eighths of a mile, for which 
Toto was the favorite at 11 to 5, with Eternal second choice at 18 to 5. Rushing into the lead quickly. 
Eternal set a wonderful pace and finally won by eight lengths from Toto in 58%, making a new track 
record and winning a host of admirers. This minor adventure was a part of his preparation for the 
chief ra<-e of the American turf for two-year-olds, the extremely valuable Hopeful Stakes, at three- 
quarters of a mile. 

This big race was run over a heavy track, Saturday, August 31, ts-ing always one of the features 
of the last day of the Saratoga meeting. Despite the somewhat unfavorable track conditions, the im- 
portams* and value of the event told and twenty youngsters mustered at the starting post. Of these 
K. T. Wilson’s Hannibal and W. R. Coe’s Sweep On were the topweights at 130 pounds each, due to 
lienalties incurred previously in winning stake races. Following them in the order of weights were 
Terentia. 124 pounds; Questionnaire and Star Hampton, 122 each: Lady Rosebud, 110; Eternal, Daydue, 
War Marvel. War Pennant, Rodgers, Cerinus, .Mormon, Vindex, Star Realm, Sir Barton, Delaware and 
Grimalkin. 115 pounds each; Pigeon Wing and Zulcika. 112 each. The betting people lost no time in 
making Eternal the favorite and he went to the post at 1C to 5, with the Whitney pair. Pigeon Wing 
and Vindex. next in favor at 5 to 1. Eternal was not favorably placed in the early running, being sur- 
rounded and knocked about while going down the backstretch, Vindex being then out in front and setting 

a rapid pace. On the big far turn Eternal improved his position and. coming into the homestretch on 
the outside, came on with an irresistible rush and won by three lengths in 1:13%, excellent time con- 
sidering the state of the track. The outsider Daydue was a good second, eight lengths before War 

Marvel. None of the heavyweights made any showing in the race. Questionnaire faring best in finishing 
seventh. Eternal cost his owner $2,000 at the Saratoga yearling sales of 1917 and, as this race netted 
him $30,150. emphatically ranks high in the list of turf bargains. 

Subsequent to his victory in the Hopeful, Eternal was started in two races and won them both. At 
the Aqueduct fall meeting, September 16, he took up 126 pounds in a purse race at three-quarters of a 
mile and won easily by three lengths in 1:13% from War Marvel, 112 pounds, and Questionnaire, 118, 
three others, of which Daydue was one. running unplaced. This was a satisfactory demonstration of his 
ability to carry high weight successfully, hut his next race offered lietter proof in the same line. This 
was in the Oakdale Handicap, at Aqueduct. Septemlicr 26, at the same distance. Here lie was assigned 
130 pounds and was opisised by Mormon. 114 |Hiutids; Cirrus, 110; Sweep tin, 123, and Star Realm, 1 10. 
Reserved to the stretch, lie moved up quickly into a clear lead and won easily by three lengths in 1:14%. 
with Mormon second and Cirrus third. The track was sloppy that day. 1'nder the conditions it was a 
good performance, but hardly up to the standard of Billy Kelly’s three-quarters in 1:11% with 135 
pounds up in the Grab Bag Handicap at Saratoga. 

If lie remains sound and makes normal improvement in the course of his transition into three-year- 
old form. Eternal is a colt vested with great |s>ssibilities of money winning. He is one of the eligililes 
lo the $5ti,iMMI Latouia Championship Stakes of 1919, and in due course will, no doubt, be nominated to 
the Kentucky Derby and l-atonia Derby of the same year. There is a reasonable possibility of winning 
$ so. non or more in these three races alone. Whether Eternal is to prove capable of such a superlative 
achievement or not is in the lap of time, but at least he lias the chance and no mean chance at that. 
In the meantime his record in racing and his excellent pedigree are as follows:

Interest in racing has been well 
maintained and was never at a higher pitch than 
it has been during this meeting that lias just 
.•nine to a close. To General Manager and Steward 
C. 4. Fitz Gerald must Is* given a great measure 
of the e red it for sueli a successful meeting. 

Racegoer-, including many in military and naval 
uniform, filled tile spacious grounds to bid the 
thoroughbred adieu for tills >car. It was one of 
the largest crowds Yonkers has ever known and 
it witnessed the running of a card that compared 
with any of the fall eastern season. 

John Sanford, master of Hurra-ana Farm, fur- 
u! shed the winner of the Yorktown Handicap, the 
principal feature of the day, in Ills good racer 
George Smith. During the early running he was 
ill close quarters, pinned on the inside rail by Star 
Master. I'nder Robinson's intelligent bundling lie 
finally f.emd bis way clear rounding the far turn 
:unl never left the result in doubt thereafter. Star 
Master, under Lyke’s hard urging, caught his 
tiring stalil. -mate. War ('loud, in the final eighth 
and easily secured second honors. War ('loud tired 
under his heavy impost am! succnnilied to Corn 
Tassel, which had run ail even race, saving much 
ground throughout and finishing fast. Naturalist 
quit badly after setting a fast easly once, finding 
his opposition t<s. much for him when the racing 
began. 

James Butler's colors showed in front for the 
first time of the meeting when Turf raptured the 
first rail- in easy fashion with an eight length 
margin at the end. Our Nephew had no difficulty 
securing the place from the highly fancied Paddy. 
Thistle was bumped on tlie first turn, which elimi- 
nated her from further contention. 

CHAMPION HANDICAP TO OVER THERE. 

The Champion Handicap went to the much im- 
proved Over ’niere when lie scored over a good 
field of two-year-olds in decisive fashion. Away 
well oil the outside. McAtec hustled him after tlie 
early pacemaker, took the lead rounding the final 
Him and held it easily to the end. War Marvel 
lurried his heavy imiaist in good style and had no 
difficulty securing second honors from tlie unfor- 
1,11, Utc Balustrade, which got away slowly and 
was forced wide for tlie entire race. Surely with 
equal racing luck Balustrade must have proven 
troublesome for tin- winner at tlie end. 

Carded witli tlie most formidable of his opposi- 
tiott withdrawn. Orderly had no difficulty account- 
ing for the third race, a selling purse. He proved 
bis superiority in no uncertain manner, for he 
was away none too well, hut lie quickly caught tlie 
pacemaker. Miss Kruter, and finally came on to 
an easy victory. Tlie Cahill mare held on well 
and gained second place almost as easily. 

Game Cook s<-ored an easy and immensely jioptilar 
victory when lie won over liis only opponent in the 
fifth rail-. Walls and his mount were given a 
great ovation uihui their return to the scales. 

The defeat of War Cry in the closing race was a 
stunner for the talent, who backed liim quite 
heavily. Failure to rescind to Loftus’ urging iu 
tlie early part of tlie race ruined whatever chances 
lie may have had. The winner turned up in the 
Ogden colt, Drummond, which led ail the way by 
a wide margin. 

J. Bycr shipiied the B. Davis and other horses 
In his care to Pimlico today. 

Finnegan’s band evidently anticipated Turf’s vic- 
tory. for they started playing "St. Patrick's Day iu 
the Morning'’ liefore lie passed the judges. As 
1 |ie horses paraded for the final race the band 
played "Auld I-ang Syne.” while many of the vast 
assemblage stood witli uncovered heads. 

Matthew Corbett, former owner of tlie good mare 
Coquette. was a visitor today. He lias just risen 
from a sick bed. 

H. K. Knapp. Geo. If. Bull and S. I*. Swanson 
were other turf notables iu attendance. 

Col. Fawcett lias purchased St. Isidore and Frances 
Siar as a nucleus of the stable which K. L. Breslcr 
will train for him.

GREAT CROWD AT LAUREL

Thousands Welcome the Resump- 
tion of Racing in Maryland.

Cudgel, The Porter and Extermin- 
ator Win Principal Features of 
a Wonderful Program. 

• 

Baltimore, Md., October 26. — One of the largest 
crowds that ever witnessed racing in the state of 
Maryland was iiresent at Laurel Park today to 
welcome the resumption of the sport after a sus- 
I tension of two weeks due to the spread of influ- 
enza. which necessitated the State Board of Health 
placing u ban on all public gatherings, in or out- 
doors. Big delegations came from Washington. 
Philadelphia and surrounding cities, including many 
army and navy officers and men in all branches 
of tlie service. The hunt clubs were also well 
represented. Fine, bracing autumnal weather, with 
clear, bright skies made the day ideal for outdoor 
sport and the track was lightning fast. 

Manager Winn, of the Maryland State Fair, of- 
fered a program commensurate with the occasion, 
carding for decision five stake features and thr.-e 
overnight races of more than ordinary merit. ’I*he 
first stake feature to Is* decided was the Blue and 
Gray llighweiglit Handicap of $1,500 added at 
three-quarters of a mile. Tlie winner came from 
the stable of E. B. McLean, when his crack three - 
year-old. The Porter, with 129 pounds up, met and 
defeated Samuel Ross’ Frank after a terrific stretch 
duel, iu which the McLean racer got up in the 
final stride. Rnlse was third, but going fastest of 
all at the end after swerving over to the outside 
at the eighth |iost. 

GREAT DAY FOR McLEAN STABLE. 

It was a great day for the McLean stable, three 
of th* Washington turfman's horses winning. Be- 
sides Tlie Porter, the old sprinter Leocbares and 
Peerless One also carried the McLean colors to 
victory. 

The Dixie Haudicap at one mile and a quarter re- 
sulted in a corking race between Fmlgel and Mid- 
way. Midway set a terrific pace to the last 
eighth, where Fmlgel joined him and it was not 
until in the last few strides that the great Ross 
isilt was able to draw away. Dinar Khayyam was 
not punished when he tired after ninuiug a good 
mile. 

Exterminator, this year’s Kentucky Derby win- 
ner. accounted for the KUicott City Haudicap. 
another stake feature for three-year-olds exclusive- 
ly. Tlie Kilmer representative led all the way and 
was never seriously menaced. Annua finishing sec- 
ond and Red Sox third. 

loss-hares’ victory came in the Lovetie Purse, a 
dash of oue mile, in which some fast sprinters were 
engaged. They were not fast enough for the old 
fellow, however, and he had easy sailing. 

Tlie seventh running of the Fhevy Chase Steeple- 
chase, the feature event through the field, resulted 
in an easy victory for the French -bred Dramaturge 
from tlie stable of Fommander J. K. L. Ross. 
Dramaturge fenced well, and after Kingstown Pier 
tired from setting tlie pace to the last mile drew 
away in commanding fashion. 

Tin* colors of Fommander Ross were again to the 
fore in the Waterloo Purse, a dash of one mile, 
tlie speedy filly Milkmaid beating Be Frank and 
Rout ledge, the only serious opposition remaining 
after Pen Rose was withdrawn. 



MAY LIFT KENTUCKY BAN NEXT WEEK 

Board of Health Intimates Modification of Restric- 
tions in Certain Localities— Latonia May Be One. 

Cincinnati. <)., October 26. — There were no fresh 
developments today to indicate when It might be 
]>ossible for the Latonia Jockey Club to proceed 
with its deferred race meeting. General Manager 
John Hachmeister was still without definite infor- 
mation from the health authorities of Kentucky 
as to when the ban against public gatherings, 
which prevents the opening of the meeting, will be 
lifted. Meanwhile the health officials of Covington 
continue to express satisfaction over the virtual 
disappearance of influenza from the community in 
which the Latonia track is located. 

However, from Louisville comes information 
that officials of the Kentucky State Board 
of Health had intimated that if inflnensa 
conditions grew no worse the board might lift the 
ban against outdoor gatherings in the early part of 
the coming week in those communities where the 
disease lias been definitely checked. Since the 
situation is described by the local health authori- 
ties as entirely under control at Covington and other 
localities adjacent to the Latonia track, it Is fig- 
ured that Latonia is one of the spots from which it 
would be perfectly safe to lift the ban. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to point out 
that the racing colony in the vicinity of the Ln- 
touia track has been practically free from influenza 
at all times since it made its appearance in this 
locality and that there has not been a single fatal 
case among the racing folk. 
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In case answers to any information ads. in 
this newspaper are followed by letters telling 
of ‘ killings” and "coups” over long shots, the 
parties receiving them will confer a favor on 
Daily Racing Form by forwarding the letters 
to this office.

Index Horses 
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James McLaughlin, now a patrol judge for the 
Jockey Club, was the greatest rider of his day. He 
had the mount on the best of the Dwyer thorough- 
breds during the years they were making turf his- 
tory, and when asked to give his impressions of 
racing conditions past and present had some inter- 
esting comments to make on the sport and the 
horses which have played their part in the develop- 
ment of the breed in the United States. 

McLaughlin, a pupil of Father Bill Daly’s school, 
had tiie mount on the best horses that raced be- 
tween 1878 and 1892. In the former year he 
went to the Dwyers, and the foundation of the 
fortune gained by the Brooklyn turfman was laid 
with the Hartford rider piloting such horses as 
Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, George Kinney, Bramble 
and Miss Woodford, all of wiiieli were trained by 
Janies Rowe. The late Philip Dwyer always main- 
tained that Luke Blackburn was the best horse he 
had ever owned or seen, and his brother Michael 
was equally positive in his claims for Hindoo, 
afterward destined to give the turf Hanover, a 
good race horse, but whose fame will endure 
because of the family he founded — a tribe whose 
lustre cannot be dimmed — neglected though it may 
he by the Britisli turf authorities despite the fact 
that a daughter and a granddaughter each threw 
a winner of the Epsom Derby. 

LUKE BLACKBURN’S GREATNESS. 

When asked to give his opinion as to the host 
horses he had seen during his long connection 
with the turf, McLaughlin said: 

“Blackburn was the best race horse I ever saw. 
Tremont was the best two-year-old. I won thirteen 
races on him and never touched him with the whip, 
llourless was as good a three -year-old as we have 
had. I liked him because of his great speed and 
the ease with which he could be placed. He could 
stay too. As a campaigner season after season 
Itoamer would get my vote as the best of all time. 
Firenze would be my choice of all the mares, and 
I rode many good ones. 

“Blackburn could run fast and far. He wasn’t 
a tall horse, not more than 15.2 hands, hut he had 
a big strong body aud thick neck like Ben Brush’s, 
lie was a free runner and would jump off and 
make his company dizzy. He had a fine temper 
and was a prime favorite both in the east ami in 
Kentucky. When we won the Stallion Stakes at 
Louisville Gov. Blackburn made him a present of 
a suit of clothes. I always worked Luke and he 
wore quarter boots, as lie would rap liis heels 
if you pulled him about. Hindoo was of a different 
type. He was a long strider and a real stayer. 
In appearance lie was much like Billy Kelly. Like 
that good two-year-old he could be placed handily, 
and as a rule he had to be ridden. I generally 
waited with him.” 

Upon being asked which of the great horses he 
preferred after Luke Blackburn and Hindoo. Mc- 
Laughlin replied: “Kingston. He could beat any 

of the sprinters and could stay up to a mile* and a 
quarter. He was a perfect horse in temper, action, 
conformation and all that goes to make a great 
horse. A child could ride him. I know that it will 
shock some ]ic»ple to have me declare Kingston 
the superior of Hanover, but I rode both of them 
ami must favor the brown over the chestnut. Han- 
over was done if you dropped his head. He laid to 
go off with t lie track and run his competitors into 
the ground. His high, rapid action was undoubtedly 
against him. 

GEORGE KINNEY AND MISS W00DF0ED. 

“George Kinney I would place after Blackburn, 
Hindoo and Kingston. He was a big lazy fellow 
that wouldn’t do anything unless you got after 
him. Kinney beat Iroquois in the special which 
was arranged at the old Monmouth Park course 
"hen Mr. Lorillard’s horse returned from winning 
tlie Epsom Derby. The Dwyers started both Kin- 
ney and Miss Woodford and wanted me to ride 
the mare. I thought Kinney the better of tlie pair 
and had tlie satisfaction of winning the race by 
four lengths. Iroquois was second. Miss Woodford 
was a good mare of tlie sturdy masculine typo, 
bill Firenze, in my opinion, was a greater performer 
than the daughter of Billet. Firenze could run 
all day. 

“We had many great horses in my time as a 
rider,” continued McLaughlin. “I think that Mr. 
Belmont’s plea for longer races will benefit tlie 
turf. Most of our good tests were at a mile and 
a quarter and upward and we had lots of horses 
that could stay. You can’t develop the staying 
qualities of horses unless such races are made 
a feature of every racing program and enough of 
them are given to make it worth while to train 
and prepare horses for them. 

“Tlie riders of my time didn’t have the liberties 
of those of today. When I was at the top of my 
form I lived at the stable. I slept at the stable and 
couldn’t leave without Mr. Rowe’s permission. 1 
thank him at this late day for the discipline he 
meted out to me. I walked two horses as well as 
helped to work them. Yes, and sometimes I helped 
to ruh them. If the riders of tlie present time were 
compelled to follow this system they would he bet- 
ter in every res]»ect. Every aperentiee should have 
at least a year’s exiierience before getting a chance 
to ride i a public. He should be taught tlie rudi- 
ments of i ( j s profession and above all should have 
some knowledge of pace. Longer races would be 
helpful in development of our riders. In my day 
we had a dozen grown men who could ride at 105 
pounds. Among them were Hayward. Murphy, Hol- 
loway, Siielliuau, Hughes, Peases, Barbee, Blaylock 
and Duffy. All were first class horsemen.” 

McLaughlin never won an entire program, hut on 
one occasion at old Monmouth Park he scored in 
five successive races.

In Minnesota i.i 1917 there were 9.000 deer and 

175 moose killed. 

The open season in New Jersey on upland game 
begins on November 10. 

Quail can be hunted legally in Illinois from Ne- 
vetnher 11 to December 9. 

The week of December 2 to 7 is the open time 
for deer in Massachusetts. 

Grouse and prairie chickens are protected in 
Arkansas until January 1, 1922. 

In Indiana the often season on prairie chickens 
is from October 15 to November 1. 

After November 15 wild turkey may la* hunted 
in Pennsylvania. The season closes on November 30. 

There ig no open season this year in Missouri 
on either grouse, prairie chickens or introduced 
pheasants. 



Novenilier 1 is the opening of the season for rab- 
bit, squirrel, quail, ruffed grouse and introduced 
pheasants in Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

I'* Indiana a hunter can legally kill prairie 
chickens from October 15 to November 1, and quail 
and grouse from November 10 to December 20.

The blucfisli. also known as horse-mackerel, skip- 
jack, greenfish, etc., is a savage and vigorous 
fighter and is justly considered one of our best 
salt-water game fishes. It is taken on the surface 
in open seas and in the surf, by still-fishing with 
crab and small-fisli bait, by trolling with a lead, 
cedar, bone, or pearl squids. The season begins 
in June and continues until November. The blue- 
fish weighs from one to fifteen pounds, and its 
range includes Brazil through the Gulf of Mexico 
north to Nova Scotia, but it is not found in the Bay 
of Fiindy. Chumming is one of 4 *'e most popular 
methods for angling for this fish. This is done by 
fishing from an anchored boat, and grinding up 
menhaden ill a meat chopper and throwing the 
“chum” overboard. This forms an oil slick on the 
water which attracts the fish. A stout salt water 
rod and reel holding 600 feet of 15 or 18-thread 
linen line, with a 4-foot leader snelled with wire, 
with a No. 1 Virginia or 5-0 Sprout hook, halted 
With a chunk of menhaden, completes the outfit. 

Young bluefish, known as snapper. sk'P mackerel, 
etc., are caught on the regulation casting rod and 
reel, light linen thread and a 4-0 ( arllsle hook on 
a 3-foot wire leader. Crab, shrimp, elam or small 
killyfish are the best baits, and the best places 
to fish are hays, creeks and channels and ocean 
inlets from the month of August to November. — All 
Outdoors. 

ALARMING DECREASE OF WOODCOCK 

The woodcock, one of the finest of America’s 
migratory game birds, is decreasing m alarming 
numbers. To say that it is one of llie vanishing 
birds is not to overstate it. 

That the woodcock has steadily decreased is the 
view of I>r. E. W. Nelson, chief of the United 
States Bureau of Biological Survey. He even has 
misgivings as to its future. An*l yet it is only 
within a brief period that the bird was found in 
abundance. 

It is Dr. Nelson’s belief that absolute protection 
for a term of years is needed. A two years’ close 
lieriod might mean the woodcock’s coming back in 
large numbers, just as certain as the migratory 
wild fowl and shore birds have dpne under the uni- 
form protecting laws of the federal regulations. 

With various states giving close periods ( ,f one 
and two years to the quail and ruffed grouse. Dr. 
Nelson is of the opinion that the woodcock, if 
the season continues to remain o|H*n, will have to 
bear the brunt of the hunters’ guns throughout its 
long range, and with the inroads that have been 
made he tliiuks that this additional burden will 
be too great for the woodcock to bear.
